per cent or m ore of the b irth s 
which occur a re registered. 
For the first few m onths of this 
year, a s ta ff of about tw elve peo­ 
ple from the N ational I ixberculos- 
is A ssociation, F ed eral C hildren * 
B ureau, 
A m erican C hild H ealth 
A ssociation, and o th er health ag en ­ 
cies, w as ‘‘loaned’ ’to 7 exas, in 
an endeavor to p u t this state in the 
U nited S tates B irth R egistration 
A rea by 1930.
